First Attack on Rojestvensky. 
Rear Admiral Kataoka, with the light 
squadron, first attacked Rojestvensky. 
The order and circumstances of the attack 
are not clear. According to.one report, | 
Kamimura went out side the straits and 
foiled Rojestvensky, preventing his re- 
treat. 

When Rojestvensky encountered Ad. 
miral Togo there appears to have been 
a running fight to the northeastward 
Saturday afternoon. There Wag a series 
of desperate and successfu] torpedo at- 
tacks Saturday night and a resumption 
of the battle on Sunday, Togo pressing 
the Russian fleet toward the southeast- 
ern coast of Korea. : ; 
Pending the conclusion of the Japanese 
pursuit and the. identification of the 
three vessels which Russian prisoners re- 
ported were sunk, and the determination 
of the condition of the damaged ships 
which escaped to the northward, it ts im- 
possible to tell the remaining strength 
of the Russians, but the most liberal al- 
lowance leaves the Japanese overwhelm- 
ingly masters of the sea. Only frag- 
mentary tidings of the victory have been 
in circulation in Tokio since Saturday 
night. 

Togo’s Sweep to the North. 

Admiral] Togo continued his great sweep 
to the northward in pursuit of the rem- 
nant of the Russian fieet. Complete re- 
ports will probably increase the extent of 
the Russian disaster. It will be Thurs- 
day before complete results of the battle 
are known. At the end of the week Ad- 
miral Togo’s fleet is expected to reassem- 
ble and until then i will only be possible 
to secure approximate details. ; 

The battle is regarded as the greatest 
modern naval fight. Practically all the 
information received came in brief wire~ 
less messages tranamitted when possible 
after the fights and during the pursuit. 
Admiral Togo has gone northward and 
the navy department does not expect ex- 
tended reports until the fighting is fin- 
ished. Reports thus far received indi- 
cate that Admira} Togo obtained a vic- 
tory without loss or serious demage of 
a single battle ship. or cruiser. His cas- 
walties are not reported, but are insig- 
nificant. It is believed that the Russian 
casualties are heavy, although the Japa- 
nese appear to have rescued a large num- 
ber. 

Captured Ships and Wounded. 
‘The captured ships with prisoners and 
Wounded -are arriving as Sasebo. A 
number of the Russian prisonerg were 
landed on Teu island. Three hundred, 
believed to be from the transport ~ Ural, 
have been landed on the Iwami coast. 
The political effect of the battle and its 
influence upon commerce has been ai- 
ready felt. At noon today the navy de- 
partment notified shipping men that the 
sea was free. There was 2 scene of 
wild enthusiasm on the stock exchange 
today. Prices this afternoon were the 
highest since thé war began. The em- 
peror, princes and ministers are dispatch- 
ing congratulations to Admiral Togo, 
who it is expected will be given high 
rank and other imperia! honors.

Rojestvensky Captured. 


“Our destroyer Sazanami captured to- 
ward the evening of May 27 in the south 
of Urieung island,the Russian destroyer | 
Biedovy, wherein were found Admiral 
Rojestvensky and another admiral, both 
severely wounded, together with eigh‘y 
Russians, including staff officers from 
the flagship Prince Souvaroff, which was 
sunk at 5:29 p. m. on May 27. These 
were all taken prisoners. 

“Our cruiser Chitose while cruising to 
the northward on the morning of May 
28 found and sunk another Russian de. 
stroyer. Our cruiser Nitaka and de- 
stroyer Murakumo attacked also at noon 
on May 28 a Russian destroyer, which 
finelly went aground. According to vari- 
ous reports hitherto received and state- 
ments of prisoners, the result of the 
battle from May 27 to May 29 is as 
follows: 


“Prince Souvaroff, Alexander III, Boro- 
dino, Dmitri Donskoi, Admiral] Nakim- 
off, Monomach, Jemtchung, Admiral 
Oushakoff ,one converted cruiser and two 
destroyers sunk. 

“Nicholas I, Orel, Admiral Apraxin, 
Admiral Senakyin and destroyer Biedovy 
captured. According to the prisoners, the 
Osliabia sank about 3 p. m. and the Nav- 
arin also was sunk. 

“Almaz on May 27. was observed in a 
disabled and sinking condition, but her 
final fate is yet unknown. The full par- 
ticulars regarding the injury to our ships 
are not yet in hand, but so far as I 
could ascertain none was seriously in- 
jured, all being still engaged in opera- 
tions. The whole casualties are not Pet 
ascertained.

# RUSSIA WILL FIGHT Ol, 
COUNT CASSINI SAYS 


Czar’s Ambassador Declares That 
Peace is Not Possible at 
This Time—Instead of 
Paying Indemnity, 
Bussia Will Spend 
Money for 
Ships. 


Washington, May 30.—‘‘Until some word 
of peace comes out of Tsarskoe-Seloe, 


Nippon has but to fight on.” 

This epigramatic remark of Mr. Taka- 
hire, the Japanese minister, made to- 
night with the details of the victory of 
the Jepa anese fleet before him, accurate- 
‘ly sets forth not only his opinion, Dut 
& is believed that of the Washington 
and other neutral governments repre- 
gented here regarding the effect of the 
battle upon Russia's policy. Whether 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassador, 
will be the bearer of that fateful word, 
when he sees the president tomorrow or 
Thursday, remains to be seen, but the 
ambassador in a conversation tonight 
Was more emphatic than at any time 
gince the war in the declaration that the 
war would go on indefinitely. While ad- 
mitting that he would see the president 
in the next few days, and have a long 
conference on the general situetion, the 
ambassador strongly discouraged any 
hopes of an early peace. He said: 

“Perhaps, after Liao-Yang, there wes 
a possibility of peace. I will not say 
there was not an tea of peace at that 
time in certain quarters, but now, after 
this crushing defeat? Never. The Jap- 
anese talk of indemnity. Russia can 
better use this money in the building of 
another fleet. Certainly, this is not the 
time when Russia can afford to take up 
the question of peace.” 

Russia’s Stubbornness. 

It is this apparent determination of 
Russia to continue in the face of ‘4is- 
estrous defeats on land and sea, which 
discourages the Washington government 
at this time from taking any positive 
eteps, toward offering assistance to the

It is believed here, however, that 
Russia, through her own agents,

@ may be approached regarding peace 
with some hope thet overtures wil! be 
welcomed. It is such an opportunity for 
which thie government is watching.

Tokio, May 30, 6 a. m.—Captain Roshl- 
noff, commander of the Russian armored 
cruiser Admiral Nakhimoff, and other sur- 
vivors, have been briught to Moji. The 
Admiral Nakhimoff was sunk near Tsu 
island, Saturday, seemingly by a mine or 
a submarine vessel.

Suddenly there was a tremendous ex- 
plosion and the Admiral Nakhimoff speed- 
ily sank, carrying a majority of her crew 
to death. Captain Roshinoff reached a 
damaged steam launch and was picked up 
on Bunday. The other survivors used 
life belts and were rescued by fishermen. 
It ts impossible to determine the partic- 
ular manner of the destruction of the 
individual Russian ships. 

It is reported that submarine vessels 
and ‘specially laid mines were used, but 
a satisfactory confirmation of this is not 
obtainable. :

France is Ready to Aid in Bringing 
About Peace, But Will Not Take 
the Initiative Unless She 

is Requested to Do So 
-by Russia. 


Paris, May 30.—The view that pre- 
vails in official quarters here ig that 
some time must elapse before Ruasia 
reaches a final determination as to her 
future course, but it is anticipated that 
she is likely to canvass the situation 
among the friendly nations with the pur- 
pose of escertaining the best possibis 
basis for the conclusion of the war. 
However, the French officials do not 
expect such processes to advance rap- 
idly, owing to the leisurely methods of 
Russian diplomacy and the conflicting 
internal elements. 

It is certain that if Foreign Minister 
Delcasse’s advice is solicited it will be 
exerted n behalf of the reestablishment 
of peace, but there is no indication that 
France will take the. initiative unt# 
definitely requested to do 80. Convers- 
ing recently with a diplomat relative to 
the possibilities of peace, M. Delcasse 
said it was easy to give advice, but dif- 
ficult to have it accepted. Nevertheless 
hig influence had been constantly ex- 
erted toward a Pacific solution. 

Premier Rouvier shares the same sen- 
timents on the subject as M. Delcasse 
and powerful financial interests are in 
favor of peace, ; 

Too Early to Discuss Ceace. 

London, May 30.—It was learned today 
in Russian official circles here that it 
is considered far too early to discuss 
the question of peace. The Russian 
government must first learn the effect of 
the defeat upon the whole Russian peo- 
ple and even then it might have an en- 
tirely different effect in Russia. The 
leaders of the Russian colony in London 
are eagerly awaiting official news from 
St. Petersburg, scarcély any information 
having yet reached the English papers 
from the Russian capital. 

The officials of the Japanese legation 
still contend that the first signs of 
willingness for peace must come from 
Russia. 

Other diplomatic and official circles are 
unenimously of the opinion that the Rus- 
sian defeat must résult in early peac>. 
In some quarters there is talk of inter- 
vention, but this is scouted, as it is not 
considered likely that any government 
will interfere between two such powers. 

Austrian Papers Are Glad. 

Vienna, May 30.—Tkhe newspapers here, 
with the exception of The Freemien- 
blatt, continue to express satisfaction 
at the Russian defeat in the strait of 
Korea. The Fremdenblatt, which the 
semi-official exponent of the _govern- 


tory was too great and sweeping to be 
fully acceptable to. Great Britain and 
the United States, and says it may not 
bring peace, but rather give the diplo- 
mats new work along the lines of the 
readjustment of international relations. 
The argument was advanced by a cer- 
tain diplomat here that the more de. 
feats Russia suffers the less likely it 
ls that she will make peace because 
such a course, the diplomat added, would 
hasten her internal collapse. 


WOUNDED RUSS SAILORS 
FLOAT TO COAST OF JAPAN

Former Ambassador While on 
Togo's Great Victory, 


He Says That Effect Will Be to Give 
Great Britain Free Hawi in 
East—Russia Will Be Forced 
to Grant Reforms 
at Home.

Ithaca, N, Y., May 30.—Commenting 
upon the effect of the naval victory, An- 
drew D. White, former ambassador to 
Russia ,said tonight: ! 

“These Japanese victories have signifi- 
cance from the fact that they must for a 
long time weaken the prestige and pow- 
er of Russia, in Asia,, giving a more 
free hand to Great Brtiain than she Has 
yet had in Asiatic affairs. 

“Still another and even more important 
consequence of these defeats is that Rus- 
sia must be so occupied in restoring her 
army and navy and also in meeting the 
demands of her people for reforms at 
home that she will have much less influ- 
ence in Europe than formerly. 

“As to influency within the boundaries 
of Russia, these defeats will undoubt- 
edly force her to muke great concessions 
to her people. All Russia subjects who 
do any thinking at all will be utterly 
disgusted at the failure of the autocratic 
and bureaucratic system; and while no 
complete overthrow of the Romanoffs is 
to be expected, and while Tree institu- 
tions like those enjoyed in the countries 
of western Europe land the United States 
can hardly be granted to a péople so un- 
fit to exercise them, there will no doubt 
be great concessions, out of which in 
time there will be developed a moderate 

“But we must not expect a very-rapid 
degree of constitutional liberty. 
improvement of the Russian masses. The 
most important condition to such im- 
provement is the creation of a vast sys- 
tem of schools, and for a considerable 
time to come enormous sums must ¢ 
expended in restoring the army and navy, 
little will be left for such a general edu- 
cation of the people. 

“As to the effect of these recent vic- 
tories on the termination of the war, 
they can hardly fail to tmpress both the 
governing classes and the people with the 
need of peace, and doubtless a similar ef-

Kate Fennell Found by Police 
Captain, 


She Had Spent Night in Woods Near 
Park — Tells Story of Cruel 
Treatment—Police Investi- 
gating Her Story—Ghe 
is Cery Til, 


Wandering about in a dazed condition, 
Kate Fennell, the daughter of James J. 
Fennell, who ran away from her home, 
148 South Pryor street, on Monday, was 
found yésterday at 2 o’clock by Captain 
Moon in the woods near Ormond street, 
and not far from Grant park. 

A man who had ‘read the story of the 
girl's disappearance in The Constitution, 
saw her on Ormond street yesterday, and 
informed Captain Moon, who later found 
her in the woods near the park, and 
took her in custody. 

On the way to the city in a trolley 
car, the girl became so nervous and hys-. 
terical that it was deemed best to take 
her to the Grady hospital, where she 
now is in a state of nervous collapse. 

She could give no account of her wan- 
derings since she left her home, and 
could only reiterate a story of cruel 
treatment at home as the cause for run- 
ning away. 

To the police ‘matron and Captain 
Moon Miss Fennell stated that she had 
been cruelly treated by both her brother 
and father. In the presence of her 
brother, who went to the barracks to see 
her, she again made the charges of cruel 
treatment. 

Police Matron Investigates. 

After the girl was sent to the hospital 
Captain Moon had the police matren go 
there and make an investigation to as- 
certain if there were any grounds for 
the charges that had been made. The 
matron reported that she found two 
bruises on the girl’s body, 

“I could get no statement from the 
young woman,” reported the matron, 
“as she was in a high fever, and not in 
a condition to talk.” 

Captain Moon states that he made a 


| partial investigation, and was told by a 


man in whose house the Fennels once 
lived, that the girl had been cruelly 
treated on several occasions, 

“I will make further investigations 
into the case,’ stated Captain Moon, 
“and will take what action J may deem 
the facts to warrant.” 

The girl's father and brother emphat- 
ically deny that she has been mistreated, 
They claim that she ran away from 
home because of a quarrel she had with 
her mother. This is corrovorated oy 
Mrs. Fennell and others, who say they 
know the facts in the case. 

A Night of Wandering. 

The police were asked to look for Miss 
Fennell soon after she disappeared. She 
was gone from home more than twenty- 
four hours. She possibly spent the night 
in the woods somewhere near the park, 
and if-so,.ghe.must haye, gone without 
food from the time she left home until 
she was found by Captain Moon. 

The girl is in a very nervous condition, 
and had a very high fever last night. 
Brain fever may set in, and if this is 
the case, the full story of her f§ght 
from home and her wanderings in the 
woods at night will not be known for 
several weeks. 

The further investigation of the case 
by the police will doubtless throw more 
light on the affair.

SHIPS CRASH _ 
IN DENSE FOG 


Tragedy Was Only Averted 
by Good Luck of 
seamen, 


New York, May 30.—News of a nar- 
rowly averted tragedy at sea was brought 
here by the Austrian steamer Lucia, 
which arrived today from Mediterranean 
ports. The Lucia reported that she was 
in collision yesterday with the big four- 
master Fall River, Mags., schooner, Ea- 
gie Wing, about 60 miles south-south- 
east of Sandy Hook lightship, but that 
neither of the vessels sustained fatal 
damage.

To have wrought this task with 
seeming success is a marvel in execu- 
tive strategy; to have suffered anni- 
hilation after such notable achieve- 
ment is pitiable, yet only the logical 
outcome. The fleet was hamstrung 
before it set sail. The plunderers of 
the grand ducal oligarchy had long ap- 
propriated to their personal use 
enormous sums set aside for the navy, 
and substituted cheap armament and 
inferior munitions. Thus the efficien- 
cy of the fleet was largely left to luck 
or chance, when it should have been 


scientific calculation will allow. For- 
midable on paper, it seems to have 
verged closely on opera bouffe in act- 
ual operation. 

Even had matters been otherwise, 
Rojestvensky would have stood little 
chance with Togo. Through almost 
criminal negligence, the recruiting of 
crews for the various Russian ships 
was delayed until the last moment, 
Then the riff-raff and guttersnipes of 
St. Petersburg, Moscow and other 
cities, with stolid rustics from the 
provinces, were scourged on board the 
vessels. A motley horde, many of 
whom had never seen the sea or han- 
dled the breech of a gun, for Rojest- 
vensky to whip into sailors and fight- 
ers to meet Togo’s trained and ardent 
veterans—all within seven months! 
And for assistants in this impossible 
task, a corps of swaggering, aristo- 
cratic striplings, wine-stricken half the 


subordinate and with exalted ideas of 
their own importance. 

Arriving in the Far East with foul 
bottoms, callow crews and problem- 
atic equipment—4aken completely by 
surprise, too—the result was prede- 
termined. Rojestvensky months ago 
realized his helplessness, and in a pa- 
thetic private letter which bears the 
earmarks of authenticity sought to 
discount the appalling effect of his de- 
feat. To have thus gone on steadily 
in the face of assured ruin, disgrace, 
perhaps death, was the act of a brave 
man and a patriot; to have accom 
plished unscathed the first half of his 
futile mission was the work of 2 
highly capable officer. Even despair- 
ing Russia should take a sullen pride 
in the feat of this man. But it is just 
as well for the glory of our common 
humanity that dispassionate histo- 
rians are abundant outside that un- 
happy country, for the world will give 
the Russian admiral his meed of 
praise.

ATTORNEY GENERAL HART 
ISSUES ANNUAL REPORT

HD annual report of Attorney Gen- 
4 2 eral John C. Hart was received from 
| the printer yesterday, and copies 
were distributed among officials of the 
capitol and others who are interested. 
Judge Hart’s report is replete witir in- 
teresting information, relating to impor- 
tant state matters. He deals with the 
various large litigations which he has 
had to conduct in behalf of the state, in- 
cluding the claim of the Central of Geor- 
gia invotving a part of the right of way 
of the Western and Atlantic, the various 
phases of the litigation involving the tax- 


ation of the Western of Alabama stock 
Owned by the Georgia Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company and the Central of Georgia, 
the litigation involving the taxation of the 
franchise and the increased valuation ot 
the property of the Georgia railroad, the 
litigation over the quesiion of freight 
rates and other matters of aimilar conse- 
quence. 

in the attorney general's report ig also 
published a series of opinions involving 
various matters of importance, which he 
has furnished during the year to the state 
house officiais. 

In opening his report, which 
dressed to Governor Terrell, 
General Hart says: 

“The increase in population and wealth 
of the state, the consequent development 
and smmprovement of its resources, the 
increased duties and responsibilities of 
the different departments and numerous 
public institutions of the siate, have 
brought to this office a corresponding in- 
crease Of labor and responsibility. L4éti- 
gation has kept pace with progress in 
other lines, and.the state finds self a 
frequent litigant in its own courts, as 
Well a5 in the United States courts. Dur- 
ing the last year a number of importani 
cases, both civil and criminal, have been 
tied and disposed of in the different 
courts, both getate and federal. The re- 
sult of this litigation, I trust, 1 may be 
allowed to say with pardonable pride, has 
been in a measure satisfactory to this 
office, and I hope meets the approval of 
the public who have honored me with the 
trust. 

“In this report I append a number of 
opinions given to the various state offi- 
cérs. These are the official opinions 
of the department on questions of genera) 
interest. * 

“Under the law, the attorney general is 
only required to render opinions to the 
officers of the state, but under a practice 
for many years, the attorney genera] is 
appealed tag by subordinate municipalities 
their officers and agents, for opinions on 
questions covering alméet every phase of 
governmental administration. In view of

act ungracious for the attorney genera! 
to refuse the request of an officer asking 
information. yet it must be conceded. ow- 
Ing to this voliminous work. much of 
the time of the attorney general is nec- 
essarily consumed. 

“Attention is called to the important 


but purely from the standpoint of the 
Public’s interest, for in view of: the im- 
portant and complicated litigation in this 
Office for the past two years, and the 
learning and ability of counsel gene?ally 
employed by litigants with the state, the 
state’s counsel at least should be freed. 
Or in a measure relieved. from the dis- 
tragions of these minor matters. daily 
and almost houfly occurring, that he may 
better prepare for conflicts frequently in- 
volving millions of dollars.” 


Discussing the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, the property of the State, Judge 
Hart says, among other things: 


“As has been my. custom, theugh.T do 
not understand the act abolishing the 
special attorneyship of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad and placing the duties 
heretofore devolving upon that officer 
now upon this office, requires thdt I 
should, yet I made in December an in- 


spection of this road and the properties © 


located along -the«line. This inspection 
Was made in company with his excellen- 
cy, the governor, Hon. Carroll Payne, 
attorney of the Western and Atlantic 
Company, and Major J. M. McCollum. 
hs agen of Western and Atlantic 
road. 

“I was much gratified at the marked 
improvement of the present condition of 
the road over its excellent condftion at 
the time of my previous inspection. Tt 
has evidently been thé policy of the 
lessees not only to keep the road-bed te 
the highest standard of rallroad équip- 
meni and operation, but they have man. 
ifested great interest in buildin up ths 
country traversed by the road. _* offtr- 
ing facilities for doing business by 
such manufacturing ‘industries as 
they could induce to settle along the 
line. This policy is manifestly wise, not 
only from the standpoint of temporary 
benefit, but must redound to the perma- 
nent good of the rallroad. : 

“I find within the city limits a sMing 
three miles long, and from this siding 
industries to the number of one -hun- 
dred and thirty-two are supplied. These 
industries annually develop large and 
extensive tonnage In the shape ‘of man- 
ufactured products. Along the entire 
line may be found here and there many 
prosperous manufacturing plants. ‘ These 
industries and manufactories and a. 
nent and lasting value to this magnifi- 
cent property of the state. Five miles 
out of the city the lessees are now spend- 
ing $60,000 for ‘shifting yards.” “They 
have replaced 32 miles of road, original- 
ly laid with fifty-six pound steel, with 
eighty pound modern steel rail. The road 
bed has been ballasted with rock at a 
depth of from 12 to 18 inches ifs entire 
length. The wooden bridges have all 
been removed and in their stead modern 
steel structures have been built. This 
furnishes no small item of expenditure, 
for these wooden bridges numbered orig- 
inally forty-five. Thirteen new stations 
at various towns have been bullt by the 
lessee company, costing from $1,000 to 
$8.500 each.

He has been 
president of these nineteen banks for va- 
rious periods ranging from two or three 
to ten years, and it is alleged he has | 
uniformly refused to pay the specific tax | 
of $10 which is required of each bank

president in the state. 


In.all the state claims from Mr. Witham 
a total of $700, or at the rate of $!0 a} 
_ for each bank of which he is presi- 
den 

As a matter of fact, the state holds 
that Mr. Witham is liable for doubdie 
taxation for each year in which he has 
failed to pay this tax, which makes a 
total of $1,400, but it is thought Tax 
Collector Stewart will demand only the 
regular tax, amounting to $700, with in- 
terest at 7 per cent, 

In the event Mr. Witham declines to 
pay these taxes, fi. fas. will be issued and 
a levy meade. Mr. Witham’s refusal, of 
course,’ would mean an intention on his 
part to contest the legality of the taxes 
in court. 

A short time ago the $10 specific tax 
was demanded Of Mr. Witham as presi- 
dent of the Bank of Senoia, in Coweta 
county, and he refused to pay it. A 
levy was made and he enjoined the sher- 
iff and tax collector by suit in Coweta 
superior court. When Judge Hart decid- 
ed that. under the law, the tax {s col- 
lectable at the residence of the bank 
president, this suit was dismissed at 


the state's cost.

Men Who Fought Under Grant Now 
Pay Tribute to the Men Who 
Fought Under Lee—The Presi- 

dent Refers to His Visit 
to Texas. 


New York, May 30.—President Roose- 
velt to@ay in the presence of a large 
crowd in Brooklyn delivered the princi 
‘pal address at the dedication of a monu- 
ment to the late General Slocum. In 
the opening prayer Bishop Frederick 
Burgess referred to the Russian naval 
Meester in the strait of Korea and 
prayed that the contest be soon ended, 
“Not because exhaustion, but in, amity, 
by comity of all nations.” A salute of 
thirteen guns was fired when Miss Ger- 
trude Slocum, granddaughter of the man 
in whose memory the monument was 
paised. dréw aside the flags which had 
concealed it. 

President Roosevelt was loudly cheered 
when he arose. 

The President’s Speech. 

The president epoke in part as follows: 

‘We meet today to commemorate the 
great victory, the triumph of the union 
and liberty, not primarily because it’ was 
victory, but because it was a victory for 
righteousness, and the peace and the 
liberty and the eternal spiritual welfare 
of mankind. (Applause.) I see _ before 
me men Who won high honor serving as 
comrades in arms of General Slocum, 
and I know that there exists in the union 
men who will appreciate more the fact 
that now forty years after the war, the 
crowning triumph of what they did is to 
he found in the fact that we have a 
genuinely reunited country, 4 country in 
which men who wore the blue stretches 
out the hand of loyal friendship to his 
eratwhile foe, his now devoted fellow- 
countryman, the man who wore the gray. 
(Applause.) 

“a short while ago I passed through 
the great state of Texas. Wherever I 
stopped in that ‘great state I was greeted 
by representatives of the Grand Army 
marching side by side with or intermin- 
gied with men clad in the gray uniform 
that showed that they had fought in the 
army of the confederacy; men who had 
tested one another's worth on the stricken 
field; men who Know each that the other 
had been ready when the hour-of su- 
preme appeal came to show his worth by 


~his endeavors. and men who now leave 


to their children and their children’s 
children as a heritage of honor forever 
the.-memory of the great deeds done alike 
by those who fought under Grant and 
by those who fought under Lee, for we, 
because of the very fact that the union 
triumphed, now have the right to feel 
a. like pride in the valor and devotion of 
those who yvallantly fought against the 
stars. and those who finally saw their 
efforts and their sufferings crowned by 
@iumph. (Applause.) 
Result of the War. 

“Think of it, my fellow-countrymen! 
Think of what thrice blessed fortune 
has been ours; that the greatest war that 
the nineteenth century saw after the 
Close of the Napoleonic struggles should 
have left, not as most wars inevitably 
Go and must leave memories of bitter- 
ness, dishonor and shame to offset tne 
memories of glory, memories which make 
the men of one side hang their heads, 
but which have not left that but chould

if he cannot read that lesson ciearly.’’ 

At the conclusion of the exercises, the 
president walked quickly through a wide 


lane formed by a double line of troops, 
to the reviewing stand. There he was 
joined by Mayor McClellan, General 
Frederick D. Grant, General Daniel E. 
Sickies, General B. F. Tracy and many 
other prominent officers and civi.ians. 
He rergained only a few minutes. The 
drive down through the city to the 
Young Men’s Christian Association build- 
ing in Sands street consumed about forty 
minutes and little time remained for the 
exercises there. <A rapid inspection of 
the building was made and then the 
president made a twenty minutes’ ad- 
dress. ‘ 
President to Soldiers. 

The president told the soldiers they 
should feel a peculiar debt of gratitude 
to their country, and that the peopie of 
the United States mgould make. it their 
duty to see to the moral and physical 
welfare of those on whom in time of 
war so much depended. AlJl respect, he 
said, was due to them. The manner in 
which the men of the navy performed 
their work in time of peace determined 
whether in the event of war their work 
would be a credit or discredit to the 
nation. 

He saw before him, he said, men who 
had fought at Manila under Dewey and 
had won “hands down,” and had dis- 
played the highest degree of excellence 
possible to obtain. He assured the sail- 
ors that they could count on it that 
the congress will build up the American 
navy if he can persuade it to do so. 

He spoke of the bravery of the men 
on the battle ship Missouri when a gun 
exploded in the turret ag an examp‘e 
of the bravery of American people. The 
time of peace was the time to prepare 
for war. This was being accomplished 
by target practice. 

When the president ended his speech 
the sallors gave three hearty cheers. 
He then entered his carriage and was 
driven to the annex boat of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad at the foot of Fulton 
street, Brooklyn, and was carried to 
the Pennsylvania railroad station ifn 
Jersey City. He left for Washingtor: 
at 1:20 p. m. 


At Washington. 

Washington, May 30.—National salutes 
by batteries of United States artillery, 
processions of veterans to different ceme- 
teries, strewing of flowers upon. the 
graves of the men who participated in 
the civil war, orations, martial music anid 
songs, marked Memorial day In the na- 
tional capital. There are many points 
about the city where soldiers are buried, 
and none of the graves" were neglected. 
The Arlington national cemetery was 
the principal point of interest. Here, 
Senator Joseph B. Foraker, of Ohio, a 
soldier of the civil war, delivered a pa- 
triotic address. / 

An interesting feature of the ceremon- 
ies at Arlington was a tribute from Cuba 
to the dead of the Spanish war.
